A SAMPLE STROKE OF ENTERPRISE. 


Here is arigit interesting story. At 10:50 
o'clock ay night everything was 
moving smoctily tn Tuer CONSTITUTION 
oftice. At that hour a dispatch was received 
from the Birmingham Age-Herald announc- 
ing thatit had a startling sensation in the 
shape of anew story of the Hawes murder, 
in which a witness was produced who saw the 
That was interesting. 

But what followed was more interesting. 
Tur CONSTITUTION was requested to an- 
mounce in a conspiciout place that a special 
train bringing the Age-Herald, with its own 
orps of newsboys, would reach Atlanta at 
8:15, and serve the news to our people-at five 
cents a copy—and to charge the Age-Herald for 
the notice. We printed the notice with 
pleasure and without charge. In a double- 
leaded editorial we welcomed the Age-Heraid 
to Atlania and commended its admirable en-

crime committed. 


terprise. 

When we had done that we sat down to 
think it over. 

It was a right impudent thing, the Age- 
Herald coming to Atlanta on a special train to 
bring the news to the readers of THe ConstrI- 
TUTION—even when it was a Birmingham sen- 
sation that was being treated. So we thought 
we would whirl in and get the news ourselves. 

There was some danger, too, that the Bir- 
Mingham special might be delayed, in which 
event our people would be suffermg for the 
lack of news; so we thought it best for THE 
CONSTITUTION to manage to occupy its own 
dunghill and try and cover it. 

The Age-Herald had guarded its piece of 
news well. There was no possibility of getting 
it from Birmingham. It oceurred to us, how- 
ever, that after the Ace-Herald’s special train 
had left Anniston, where it would probably 
drop a paper or two, there would probabiy be 
three or four hours to spare which, with a good 
force of fifty printers anda perfecting press, 
might be made of some faccount. 

The train from Birmingham was to leave in 
ten minutes. We hurriedly secured Mr. E. C. 
Bruiley and Mr. J. R. Holliday, two of Tur 
ConsriTuTion staff, and two telegraph oper- 
ators, Mr. Guy and Mr. Curran, and with hur- 
ried instructions, put them on the train. 

Mr. Holliday was to stop at Anniston with 
one operator, While Mr. Bruffey was to explore 
further westward with the other. Upon get- 
ting acopy of the Age-Herald they were to 
immediately wire the story to Tur Consrtritu- 
TrON, Where fifty printers sat eating 
their lunch and cracking their finger joints 
with a force of editors ready to turn the mat- 
ter, and three hundred newsboys bollouing for 
an ‘extra’ at the basement. 

Mr. Holliday reathed Anniston § at four 
© clock in the morning, and with his operator, 
gat in the Georgia Pacific office. He there 
discovered a solmary individual toasting his 
shinsat the tire. He was quitea chattyr man, 
the solitary -was, and he finally confidedt 
to his taciturn visitors that he was waiting 
there for the Age-Herald, of which he was 
the correspondent. Tux ConsriruTion’s two 
Brer Liabbits laid low and said nothing. The 
solitary further contided that he was to get 500 
copies of the Age-Herald anc shake Anniston 
so its center with the news about the Hawes 
murder. 

Brer Rabbit then inquired gentiy if a copy 
of the paper could be had before going to At- 
Janta. . 

“Certainly,” replied the amiable gentleman. 

At this the operator began to suple his 
fingers, and get ready for a two thousand word 
rate.

boarded the Age-Herald train and returned to 
Atlanta, travelling incognito. He reports 
that the train ran very fast, and that thére 
was considerable excitement on board, but 
gentiine hospitality to the stranger within 
their gates all the way. This hospitality found 
its climax in the offer of a most excciient 
“nip,” which was respectfully declined 
through a modest desire on the part of bBrer 
Holliday not to carry things too far. 

THE SCENES IN ATLANTA. 

In the meantime Tue ConstITuTION corps 
in Atlanta was busy. Brer Bruffey with two 
operators at his side in Anniston was shooting 
in the Hawes story as fast as the wires could 
bring it. It was stripped into takes of three 
lines each, and the proof of the first of it was 
being read before five hundred words had come 
by wire. The printers followed the clicking 
instrument to the instant, aud at half past 
seven o'clock the story. wasin type and the 
forms were rumbling toward the tasement, 
where a big perfecting press stood ready 
to deliver 15,000 complete Constitutions in 
sixty minutes. About the business 
office the newsboys, to the number 
offour hundred, who had already sold oat their 
first grist of CONSTITUTIONS, were deimanding 
the “extra” as impatiently as the Panama 
canal stockholders demanded a showing from 
De Lesseps. Inafew moments the elevator 
from the basement carried up bundles of. the 
“extra’’ to Mr, Fred Allen, who was in charge 
of the circulation, and at 7:45 Tue ConstTitTu- 
TION Was on the streets carrying the full story 
of the Hawes murder, making nearly four 
columns. At that instant the Age-Herala’s 
special train was humping itself towards Tal- 
lapoosa, nearly three hours away from 
Atlanta. Tuer CONSTITUTION extra was 
literally bought by everybody. .The army of 
newsboys permeated every quarter of the city, 
and nearly 11,000 were sold at 10:05 at which 
time the Age-Herald’s special rolied into the 
depot. 

The Age-Herald did a good business. The 
Birmingham newsboys were deported from 
the train in haste and with them some bun- 


dies of the Age-Hlerald began to circulate. | 


There had been some premonitions of war be- 
tween the resident newsboys and the foreign- 
ers, but the ‘‘wrinkled’”’ front had been 
moothed out, and in a few minutes the En- 
glish sparrows of the two cities were frater- 
nizing. The Age-Herald had a good business, 
many people wanting to see the original story, 
and everybody appreciating the splendid en- 
terprise that lay behind the Age-Herald’s 
movement. In the meantime Tur Constitv- 
TION had sold out its entire ‘“‘extra’’ edition 
and had to recall ailthe papers deposited at 
the hotels and news stands and setl them. It 
was one of these later that the manager of the 
Age-Herald expedition bought immediately 
on arrival, 

‘Is this the regular COoNSTITUTION,’’ 
asked, “‘it looks right small. 
“Naw’’ said the newsboy. 

“What is it?” 

“Itjis THe CoNnsTITUTION ‘‘extra,’’ all about 
the Hawes murder.’’ 

“The devil you say,”’ said the visitor. 

The Age-Herald did well. It was congratu- 
ted on all sides for its energy, and it has every 
reason to be proud of its first visit to Atlanta. 
As the baseball men say it however, ‘‘it1s rather 
too longa jump to play regularly.’’ Of course 
it ought not to think of getting to Atlanta with 
thenews before; Tur ConsTITuTION has it. That 
is athing, that somehow or other, we don't 
allow, and a less enterprising paper than the 
Age-Herald would never try it.

BirMINGHAM, Ala., February 3, 7a. m. 

The Age-Herald tells the story of the 
Hawes tragedy: 

The story had its inception several weeks 
ago. 

A lady on a train said she had heard a 
negro boy say he left Birmingham because 
he knew who killed the Hawes family. 
The lady was unknown and a search for 
her began. She was found and described 


the negro. 

Then the search for the negro began. It 
lasted for days, and 1,800 miles were trav- 
eled, When the reporter came back 
with the negro they gave an 
entire page, less a half column, to a de- 
scription of their work, and less than a 
column to the negro’s statement. 

The story is a limited dime novel and 
reads well. 

.Towever, it does not convince any one 
whether the negro captured is the one 
wanted, or his brother. But here are the 
leading points of the story, as taken from 
today’s paper with the prisoner’s statement: 

FOLLOWING THE CLEW. 

Two more days of the clew working followed, 
and tinally the trail was found. He had 
goneto Opelika. That was cheerful. The 
twain had beenout a week without bag- 
gage. Collars and cuffs were the only things 
obtainable. Opelika was reached, of course 
That evening Chief Carden, of Opelika, saw

During 
the next twenty-four hours the detectives were 
demi-gods. <All of Fannie 
apd relatives came to the front and 
they told of her life there, of when she first 
went away with Hawes and many details that 
are retained for prudential reasons. Every- 
body turned in to hunt the missing witness 
who was so badly needed in the case, because. 

“If he would swear to what it was stated 
he would, no opposing counsel, no matter who, 
could break down the evidence or defeat the 
ends of justice.’’;

When he got to Lebanen he'exhibited grea 
uneasiness lestethe civil authorities should see 
him.

A traveling man 
who had seen him under guard the night 
before said he met him _— three 
hours after liberation with coat, hat and shoes 
off, making for Catamount, He had drove 
twelve miles in less than two hours and a half. 

Next morning the Age-Herald men left for 
Middleton. It was atedidus ride but an ex- 
citing one.

“The letters were mailed here,’’ said Mr.

STEP OUT AND GIVE WARNING. 

One by one the party stole out of the hotel 
and rendezvoused at Mr. Moore’s.

THE TALE OF THE LETTERS. 

‘Yes, sir, I wrote those letters. There 
were three of them. How did I come to sign 
Robert’s name tothem?

His evident familiarity with the 
surroundings made the newspaper men very 
suspicious of his 

HAVING A BROTHER AT ALL 
but finally a telegram from the chief of police 
at Opelika settled that question beyond doubt. 
He has a twin brother, but whether the one in 
custody is this brother or the other brother is 
a conundrum. 

AFTER THE OTHER BROTHER. 

The boy was so persistent that his 
brother was in Memphis that it was 
finally decided to take him to that city. 
and accordingly, on Friday a week ago, he 
was conveyed there. Through the courtesy, 
of Chief of Police Davis, he was given accom- 
modations at the stationhouse, and after- 
wards, accompanied by the Age-Herald meu, 
while they were shown through. 

ALL THE TOUGH COON RESORTS 
of that city by Detectives Pryde and Arm- 
strong. Here, too, the mule racket was worked 
with much success.

The Age-Herald has done its share of the 
work. It has demonstrated beyond peradven- 
ture that there was an eye-witness to the major 
portion of the Hawes tragedy. It has secured 
either the man himself or one who can find 
him, and all this has been accomplished after 
two months have gone by, and 

IN SPITE OF OBSTACLES 
tbat are only hinted at in this article. 

It has done this work as a public servant 
and cheerfully borne the heavy expense it 
entailed, but now that it has demonstrated 
beyond doubt that what is needed in the 
courts that justice may be done can be pro- 
duced by 

A LITTLE JUDICIOUS RXPENDITURE, 
it turns the case over tothe county. If its 
commissioners see fit to act, the witness can 
be brought, and it remains with them to de- 
cide whether a fewdollars shall be expended 
to do 
JUSTICE TO R. R. HAWES 

by taking the element of circumstantial evi- 
dence out of the case, or proceed to trial as it 
now stands. 

The two géntlemen who have devoted 
three weeks to this quest have done so with- 
out prejudice. As newspaper men, reflecting 
the unbiased character of the journal 
they represent, they have been as 
as zealous to discover that, there was no such 
witness as that there could be one produced. 
Whatever may be the result, the personal 
sacrifice of comfort has been in accordance 
with that best of maxims, both of professional 
aud private life. ‘‘Hew to the line and let 
the chips fall where they will.’’ f

HAWES DROPS A HINT 


Which Proves His Collusion With Fannie 
bryant. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 3.—[Special.] 
Your correspondent today heard a story which, 
if true, forms the most damaging link in the 
chain of evidence against Dick Hawes. 

A negro woman named Julia Pope has been 
confined in the county jail some time on the 
charge of larceny. She is gne of the cooks at 
the jail, and also gathers up the clothing from 
the different cells for the laundry. 

GIVEN THE WHOLE SNAP AWAY. 

Julia told your correspondent that she re- 
cently overheard a conversation between Dick 
Hawes and Albert Patterson, the nephew of 
Fannie Bryant, who is also held as an accom- 
plice in the Hawes murders. She says Hawes 
said to Patterson: 4 

“Albert, your Auht Fannie has gotten wu 
allin here. Her tongue istoo long, and she 
has given the whole snap away.”’ 

HAWES WATCHING PATTERSON. 

Albert Patterson denied that he had ever 
had any conversation with Hawes since they 
had been in jail. Jailer Mims says 
Hawes has always manifested 
anxiety that Albert Patterson and the worsen, 
Fannie Bryant, be kept apart, and not allowed 
to talk to each other.

KELLEY AMONG THE HOWLERS. 
Speeches te Be Made, in Which Republicans 


Will Show Their Joy Over the 
. Killing of Clayton. 


Wasninaton, February 3.—[Special.J— 
From the daily utterances of the rabid repuabli- 
cans in congress, it is evident that they are 
glad of the recent murder of Mr. Clayton in 
Arkansas. 

In fact the bloody shirt flauniers are gloat- 
ing over the Opportunities this murder affords 
them of flaunting that garment in the face of 
the southern people and of accusing the south- 
erners of being aset of murderers and assas- 
sins. Tlray have said nothing yetin the house 
of congress. but are only awaiting an opportu- 
nity. That opportunity will be afforded them 
this week. In the senate a resolution will be 
introduced by Senator Bill Chandler to inves- 
tigate this murder, and on it he will 
take occasion ‘to give his views of 
the murder and slande: the people 
of the entire south. He will be seconded by 
Senator Spooner, and probably Senators Sher- 
man, Hale and Edmunds. The republicans of 
the house will be given an opportunity of ex- 
pressing their views on the subject when the 
Smalls-Elliott contested election case is called 
up this week. Judge Kelley, of Pennsylvania, 
has prepared a resolution on the subject, which 
he intends to offer at the first apportunity, de- 
claring that the assassination of a contestant 
will be regarded as a settlement of the centest, 
or as concluding the action of the lrouse in re- 
gard to such contest. He will also favor the 
adoption of a resolution by the next house,

Congress Engaged in Closing upthe Business 
of the Session. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The senators 
expect this to be a busy dav. Tomorrow the ap- 
propriations committee will report the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropriation bill, 
and it will be called up for consideration on 
Tuesday. The naval bill will be acted upon 
by the committee as soon as received from the 
house, and will probably be reported to the 
senate by the end of the week if, indeed, it be 
not passed by that time. Upon the legislative 
appropriation bill there may be discussion on 
some of the amendments proposed by the 
senate eommittee, that will carry the bill over 
for a day or two, but delay is not anticipated. 

When the appropriation bills are out of the 
way Mr. Hale will cail up his census bill. | To- 
morrow afternoon at two o’clock the Pacific 
railroad funding bill comes up as the unfin- 
ished business, and several speeches are ex- 
pected on it, but no definite action. 

There are several other measures pending, 
including Mr. Sherman’s anti-trust bill, which 
are likely to be called up during the week as 
opportunity offers, but upon which, according 
to the present outlook, no decisive action 
seems probable. 

MATTERS IN CONFERENCE. . 

From time to time reports from conference 
committees, Which are privileged matters, 
may be received and called up for action. Of 
these the most important are those concerning 
the Nicaragua canal, the interstate commerce 
bill and the omnibus territory bill. An agree- 
ment may be reached on the canal bill by the 
two houses, but new conferees will probably be 
appointed on the other subject. Uder the reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Sauisbury and 
referred to the committee on foreign relations, 
that committee may be expected, after its 
meeting Wednesday, to report in some form a 
declaration of its idea of what is necessary and 
right to be done by the United States to imain- 
tain the dignity of the government, and to ful- 
fill its obligations under the treaty with Samoa. 
Should this come in, it will doubtless lead to 
a debate of some length, probably in secret 
session. 

WORK IN THE HOUSE. 

From present appearances the week’s busi- 
ness in the house will be made up of patriotic 
oratory and routine hard work, the former to 
be called forth by the Edmunds Panama 
canal resolution, and the latter occasioned by 
the necessity for disposing of the remaining 
appropriation bills. Monday will afford indi- 
vide members one of their last opportunities 
during this congress to secure the passage of 
measures under a suspension oi the rules, 
and ‘the speaker has been fairly besieged by 
representatives who have abandoned the hope 
of getting their bills before the house 
in any other manner.

An Inquest Is Held Over the body of the Man 
Killed on the Fast Tennessec—The Negro 
Woman Who Wes Burned is Thought to Be 
Fatally injured.

Shortly after 12 o'clock Saturday night, Mr. 
Cifics Langly, a young white man employed 
as brakeman on the East Tennessee road, was 
dangerously and perhaps seriously injured by 
4 fali from his car. 

This was about fifty miles from Atlanta. 

He was knocked off, or fell off, and the 
train came on for some distance before he was 


missed. As soon as it became known that he |

was lost the train backed slowly until the 
young man was found lying beside the track 
in an unconscious condition. 

There wasa dangerous bruise or fracture 
over the right eye, and the left arm was broken 
in three places. Besides these injuries there 
were bruises in the back of tle head and about 
his body, 

The young man was carried to the nearest 
station and sent 1o- Atlanta on the first passen- 
ger train, the one that reached here about one 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. He was then 
carried to his boarding piace, No. 1 Garnett 
street, where his arm was set and his wounds 
dressed by Dr. Nicolson the road physician. 
Word was telegraphed the young man’s 
father, Mr. T. J. Laugley, of Anniston, Ala. 

The external wounds are no more 
than painful, but there are symptoms 
of internal injury, and the extent of these can 
be ascertained only by waiting for further de- 
velopments. The young man bas been un- 
conscious ever since he was struck, and part 
of the time has been delirious. 

There are two ways in which the accident 
might have occurred. One of the brakes on 
his car had become Joosened and had a play of 
a foot or nfore at the top of the car. 

It is stated again, too, that the young man 
had been continuously on the road for three 
days and nights, and was simply exhausted 
aud unable toattend to his duties. He may 
have been thrown off by the play of the brake 
or simply fallen off. 

The Inquest Over Young Mooney. 

An inquest was held yesterday afternoon 
over the body of Young Oliver Mooney, of 
Flowery Branch, the young man that was 
Killed Saturday afternoon at. the Humphries 
street crossing over the East Tennessee road. 
By ty pograplical error thename was printed 
“Moody” yesterday. 

The facts developed at the inquest yesterday 
were just as given briefly in the morning’s 
CONSTITUTION, 

The young man had stepped from one track 
to another to avoid a freight car and did not 
notice the passenger train immediately behind 
him. He was killed instantly. Tho jury re- 
turned a verdict that he was killed by a pas- 
senger train on the East Tennessee road and 
that at the time the engine was running at an 
unlawful rate of speed. 

Mr. Mooney’s brother came down from 
Flowery Branch and will leave for home with 
the body this morning. 

Her Injuries Serious. 

Queenie Worthy, the colored woman that 
fell asleep near the fire and was burned two'or 
three days ago, isin a very precarious condi- 
tion, and the doctor thought last night that 
the chances were against her recovery. 

The woman was burned from her neck to 
her feet, and has been suffering terribly, and 
most of the time has been unconscious.
